300 times the amount of the single wager)-after the amount of the wager 
nas been subtracted. Additionally, I.R.S, section 3402(G) now requires pari¬ 
mutuel operators to combine separate identical wagers from a winning patron, 
if such winnings are at least 300 times the amount of the wager and withhold 
20% Federal and 7% Arkansas income tax if this aggregate amount exceeds 
$ 1000 .
